CLAIMS 



1. i A woven fabric for loud-speaker diaphragm using a woven 
fabriA woven with a thread comprising fibers of plural kinds, 
characterized in that at least one of said fibers of the plural kinds is a 
fiber with poor dye-affinity. 

2. The \\oven fabric for loud-speaker diaphragm according to 
Claim 1 , jdiai^acterized in that said fiber with poor dye-affinity is PBO 
(poly^f-phenylehe benzobisoxazole)) fiber. 

3. The woven Vabric for loud-speaker diaphragm according to 
Claim 1 or^, characterized in that said thread is a twisted yarn, a ply 
yarn, a/core yarn, a covered yarn or an intermingled yarn.

4. The woven fabrih^for loud-speaker diaphragm according to 
Claim \ 2, characterised in that at least one of said fibers of the 
plural kinds other than ttie fiber with poor dye-affinity constituting 
the thread used for weaving the woven fabric is a fiber colored with 
dyes or pigments. 



5. The woven fabric for r^>ud-speaker diaphragm according to 
Claim 3/ characterized in \that the PBO (poly(p-phenylene 
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benzobisoxazple)) fiber is placed as a core thread of said core yarn, 
covered yarn ©r intermingled yarn. 

6. The^Vovan fabric for loud-speaker diaphragm according to 
5 Claim 4, characterized in that said colored fiber is made up of glass, 
polye^er or polypropylene. 
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7. A diaphragm for loud-speaker, characterized in that said woven 
fabric for loud-speakter diaphragm according to any one of Claims 1 
to 6 is used in at least^portion of the diaphragm. y 

8. A loud-spealW, characterized in that said woven fabric for 
loud-speaker diaphragm according to Claim 1, 2 3^or 5 is processed 
to form a diaphragm for loudspeaker after colored. 

9. A loud-speaker characterized in that said woven fabric for 
loud-speaker diaphragm according to Claim 4 & is processed to 
form a diaphragm for loud-speakemvithout being coloring.
